Their text has 
not been given to the public, but it is known 
that their tenor is sueh that every effort 
will be made to preserve the peace at poil- 
ing places. The superintendent desires the 
police to co-operate with he federal officers 
in carrying out the provisions of law, and 
to see that every man who is entitled to 
vote shall be permitted to do so. 

In regard to the statement printed in a 
morning paper to the effect that he hau 
told his officers to permit all United States 
Deputy marshals to go behind the rails in 
election booths and that United States of- 
ficers Were supreme on election day, Su- 
perintendent Byrnes declared:

This Month—The Charter Meeting, 
Other News. 


Macon, Ga., November 7.—(Special.)— 
A doleful scene was enacted in the supe- 
rior court this morning. 

Willie Bell, the fifteen-year-old negro 
boy murderer, who shot and killed Depu- 
ty Sheriff Ben Wilder, on the streets in 
open daylight, was resentenced to be 
hung. The execution will take place in 
private in the jailyard on November 29th, 

Bell is a thick-set, short negro and 
looks thoroughly hardened. He never 
flinched while the court was passing sen- 
tence. Hé6 stood alone in the middle of 
the courtroom, holding in one hand a 
battered brown derby hat; with the other 
he plucked nervously at a rag hanging 
from his greasy jean pants. He wore 
the same blue coat with which he was 
supplieu by some relatives at the time 
he was in hiding from the. officers, after 
the murder, and when, had he been 
caught, he would most surely have been 
lynched. . 

Judge Miller spoke firmly but mildly 
to the prisoner, and first asked if he had 
anything to say why sentence should not 
be passed .on him. 

Mr. Washington Dessau, representing 
Bell, said he wished to point out to the 
court that he considered the proceedings 
irregular, and that, the manner of resen- 
tencing a prisoner was different from that 
chosen by the court. It was possible, he 
said, that he would file a bill of excep- 
tions. 

Judge Miller then turned to Willie Bell 
and told him that there was little doubt 
that he had but a short time to live. In 
the opinion of the court the sentence of 
the law, despite the kind efforts of the 
counsel, was sure to be carried out, and 
it was not probable that the governor 
would act on any petition for pardon 
unless the pardon was recommended by 
the court, and this recommendation Judge 
Miller said that he could not and would 
not give. Formal sentence was then 
passed. 

Bell will be hanged on November 
19th, in private, only the officers, clergy- 
men and members of the family being 
allowed in the yard. 

Judge Miller has given positive orders 
that no members of the press are to be 
admitted to the hanging. 

Speaking about this to The Constitution 
correspondent, he said: 

“When. I passed sentence on this boy 
last July I made the same order and meant 
most positively that the hanging should be 


private. His case was appealed and the 
sentence affirmed. Some adverse  eriti- 


cism was passed upon my order, excluding 


the press and this criticism has only served 
to crystallize my- decision. I don’t think

COLONEL AG HOWARD. 


Something About a Well-Known Atlantian, 
a Candidate for Sheriff. 

A. G. Howard, the popular candidate for 
sheriff of Fulton county, is a native of Cas- 
well county. N. C. His parents removed to 
Macon county, Alabama when he was quite

In May 1866 this firm 
induced him to come to Atlanta to live and 
travel for them, which he did with great 
success until the fall of 1868, when the 
firm of Jordan, Howard and Harralson 
was organized and did a very large and suc- 
cessful business for several years, as did 
a succeeding firm of Howard, Wood & 
, and A. G. Howard & Co., up to about 
four years since when that firm me in- 
volved by the illegitimate use of fts name by 
Mr. Howard’s North Carolina partners who 
soon after were burned out and failed, and 
to protect his legitimate creditors Mr. How- 
ard surrendered everything he had accumu- 
lated for the protection of his legifimate 
creditors; hence Mr. Howard, himself was 
the only sufferer in this city or county in 
the matter. 

Mr. Howard had again to begin life anew, 
without means, and with a very interesting 
family at a very expensive stage of its ex- 
istence, none of its members being able 
to aid him in his efforts. During these past 
few years he has been engaged in the life 
insurance business with a very fair degree

Uncertain Bribery. 

In about twenty-five states we now have 
the Australian ballot gn a more or less 
modified form. 

This fact should be taken into consider- 
ation, when the possibilities of bribery 
are under consideration. Under the Aus- 
tralian system, when a voter is bribed 
his word will have to be taken for what 
it is worth. He may break his promise 
and the briber will never know it. He 
may be bribed to stay at home and not 
vote, but if he chooses to go to the 
polls and deposit his ballot, there is no 
way to punish him. 

This is the situation in brief, and it is 
evident that while large sums of money 
may be corruptly spent in certain states 
there is no certainty about the result. 
Naurally, this will greatly curtail the 
effects of the corruptionists. They will 
not feel disposed to risk as much money 
as they would have spent under the old 
loose conditions. 

All this tends to promote the purity of 
the ballot; not because it makes voters 
honest, but because it makes them so 
irresponsible that the politicians who 
desire to buy them are unwilling to trust 
them. Perhaps this is the best feature 
of the secret ballot. It is an indirect way 
of guarding the ballot box, but the results 
are in the main just what would come 
from a higher standard of political moral- 
ity. 


The World’s Cotton Consumption. 

Mr. Ellison’s annual review of the cot- 
ton trade has been issued in Liverpool, 
and the main points of importance have 
been cabled to The New York Financial 
Chronicle. 

The spinners of Great Britain and the 
continent have taken in actual bales 
7,136,000, as compared with 7,663,000 in 
1890-91. In actual pounds, the spinners 
of the United Kingdom have taken this 
year 138,677,000 pounds less than last 
season and that on the continent the fall- 
ing off has been 38,533,000 pounds. The 
aggregate takings in the whole of Europe 
have therefore decreased 177,210,000 
pounds, or 443,025 bales of the average 
weight of 400 pounds. The actual tak- 
ings have consequently been not much 
greater than in 1889-90. The average 
weights of the leading growths for the 
season of 1891-92 were: American, 473 
pounds; Egyptian, 710 pounds; and East 
Indian 400 pounds. These compare with 
American 474 pounds; Egyptian 698 
pounds; and East Indian 396 pounds in 
1890-01. In. 1889-90 the weights were 
466 pounds, 682 pounds, and 396 pounds, 
respectively. 

So far as the United States are concern- 
ed, the annual crop report showed that 
the consumption of cotton in this country 
had increased about 111-4 per cent dur- 
ing the season of 1891-92, bringing the 
total up to 3,290,000 bales of 400 pounds 
average weight. The returns for India 
showed that cotton consumption had fal- 
len off slightly during the year. Bringing 
together the results for Europe and India, 
and adding the figures for the United 
States we substantially cover the world. 

There is conclusive evidence of the 
world’s growth in the consumption of 
cotton. Contrasting tire initial year (1878- 
79) with the last (1891-92) we find 
there is a gain in the aggregate of nearly 
73. per cent. The gains during this same 
period of fourteen years in the varigus 
countries have been: Great Britain, 33.9 
per cent; continent 74.25 per cent; United 
States, 84.5 per cent; and India, 339.5 
per cent. 

Mr. Ellison estimates that the world 
will in 1892-93 need for its consumption 
10,566,000 bales of 468 pounds average 
weight, making 12,353,000 bales of 400 
pounds each, | 

There has been an increase in the 
spinning power of the world of 1,517,000 
spindles, all the countries sharing in the 
excess.

NEW YORK, November 7—Estimates of receipts 
from New Orleans are 15,000 to 17,000 bales, against 
43,000 bales last year and 11 000 bales last week. This 
movement is the stimulant which daily strengthens 
the position of holders and brings the trade to con- 
sider the possibilities of a crop less than 7,000,000 bales.

Few cases like it ever come under the 
observation of the police. Detective Crim 
with an experience of nearly two decades 
with all manner of evil, never saw any- 
thing to compare with it. 

So unusual was the occurrence that the 
detective was mystified. He is in doubt 
yet about the matter and is investigating it 
further to ascertain if it is not a remarka- 
bie case of mistaken identity. 

The Father’s Search, 

Yesterday morning Mr. J. P. Ryals, one 
of the most prominent and well to do farm- 
ers in Habersham county, called on Chief 
of Detectives Wright. He was old and 
gray, and said he felt sure he had but 
few more years to live. In faltering tones 
he told the story of his only child’s dis- 
grace and subsequent disappearance from 
home.

“Dissolution Nowe 
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Home for Fallen Women Will Be 
Located for the Present at Least. 


$0 THE GENERAL COUNCIL SAYS. 


The Body Meets in Regular Session and 
Entertains the Committees for and 
Against the Home.

The home for fallen women will be open- 
ed on Peters street this morning. 

But within two weeks it must be removed 
from the locality never to come back again, 
unless it comes back over the protest of 
the people who reside all around the build- 
ing in which it is located. 

Between Mrs. Wolfe, who is at the head 
of the home, and the adjacent residents, 
this agreement was reached before the 
general council yesterday afternoon sub- 
sequent to a long and interesting discus- 
sion of the question in which all parties 
interested were heard. Every member of 
the body except Mr. Murphey was present, 
when Mr. Hill, of the fourth ward, paved 
the way to the debate by presenting a 
resolution. Mrs. Wolfe, of the home, and 
Mrs. R. S. Barrett, who has given so much 
of her time to the work, were on hand to 
advocate the adoption of the resolution, 
while Westley and others who have all 
along opposed it, came in f\see that the 
home was not thrust upon the 

“I have here a resolution,” said Mr. Hill, 
“which I desire read. It is relative to that 
home for fallen women out on Peters 
street. And right here I may just as well 
say that Mrs. Wolfe and Mrs, Barrett are 
both here to be heard on this matter and 
to be fully heard.” 

Mr. Hill’s resolution as read by the 
clerk, was: 

Resolved by the Mayor and General Coun- 
til, That the board of police commissioners 
be and is hereby instructed to enforce the 
erdinance adopted and approved November 
I, 1801, as it applies against the “house for 
fallen women” in charge of Mrs. Wolfe, on 
Peters street, and while this courcil cannot 
ever the protests of the citizens in that vi- 
cinity, authorize the establishmd¢nt of such 
an institution in that locality ; till we be- 
lieve the work of Mrs. Wolfe ts worthy and 
should be encouraged, and it is the sense of 
this bedy that a leave for a term of years 
will be granted to Mrs. Wolfe free of cost to 
a tract of land on the stockade property, as 
much thereof as will be necessary for her 
purposes. 

“I want to add to what I have said” re- 
sumed Mr. Hill,, “that with Mr. Shrop- 
shire, I have gone all through that home 
and it’s a pitiable story we could tell. There 
we found childern who are there by no 
fault of their own and who are being well 
cared for. The work Mrs. Wolfe is doing is 
an excellént one, and 1 believe every one 
here will agree with me to that exteut. 
That being the case, we should give her all 
the assistance in our power. 1 ean’t gain 
my own consent, however, to put her on a 
community that is so bitterly opposed to 

e home.” 
wee 9 Shropshire, who had gone through 
the home with Mr. Hill, endorsed all the 
fourth ward gentleman had said and he did 
it with considerable enthusiggm. Just here 
a letter was handed Clerk Woodward. It 
was from Rev. J. M. Britiain, pastor of 
the Central Baptist church, and was a 
strong‘appeal to the council not to grant 
Mrs. Wolfe the use of the house for the

The motion prevailed, but Mrs. Barrett 
took the floor instead of Mrs. Wolf.

s. Wolfe bad begun in Atianta and told 
of the great good she has accomplished in 
New Orleans and other cities. She declared 
that it was not Mrs. Wolfe’s intention to 
locate permanently on Peters street, but 
that she only wanted to remain there up- 
til she could close a trade which they had 
begun. 

“If we had the money,” said Mrs. Bar- 
rett with a pleasant smile, “we wouldn't 
ask you to let us stay a minute. We'd 
just go buy a place and move into it. 
But until we get the money we must be 
the objects of charity in this noble work, 
in which all should take a pride in help- 
ing. We have now in view a pleasant place 
which will just suit us and there will be 
no objection to us, but we have to buy it. 
We hope to be able to do so, and in the 
meantime we want to use the house we have 
on Peters street. That petition we sent in 
is signed by people who live right around 
the home, They don’t object.” 

Mrs. Wolfe followed Mrs. Barrett, telling 
of the goml work she had done in New 
VUrleans and other points. She spoke of the 
gncouragement she fhad received! before 
coming to Atlanta and of the helping hand 
that had been held out to her in every way 
except in a location. There she had met 
nothing but opposition, and had almost be- 
come discouraged. 

Mr. Reneau made a strong appeal for 
the two ladies, saying it was only a matter 
of Christianity to help them locate the 
home. He knew that it might prove a 
bardship to some locality, but in his opin- 
ion that was no reason why a location 
should be denied the home. Mr. Reneau 
recalled two or three pathetic stories which 
came under his observation when he was a 
railroad conductor. 

‘Now these poor girls,’ said he, “might 
have been saved had Atlanta had a home 
like these good ladies are seeking to set 
up. I’m for helping them.” 

“I’m not opposed to the home,’”’ said Mr. 
Turner, “but I do not think it is right to 

ut it on a locality that don’t want it. I 
snow Mrs. Wolfe and I know well who she 
is. Not long ago we had a visitor at my 
home, a lady who lives in New Orleans 
and who knew Mrs. Wolfe well.
